ELECTRIC LIGHT. 
The Edison Company Rapidly Laytng Ite Wires. 
Chicago Tribune. 

New York, October 13s.—The Edison com- 
pany have begun laying the wires in the 
streets, beginning at Peck slip. They have 
already taid half a mile from Peck slip up 
Ferry street, through Spruce street and along 
William street to Beekman street. The work 
ix now going on at the rate of about 1,000 feet 
aday. <A night gang will begin work to-night 
by the light of Edison lamps suspepended 
from a tripod and lighted from the station in 
Pearl street, where an engine and dynamo 
were installed yesterday. The pipes laid are 
heavy iron pipes two inches in diameter, and 
contain the two copper wires. The pipe is 
filled with a eomposition of asphaltum 
which is said by Mr. Edison to be unaffected 
by cold, heat, or water. The wires are held 
apart by means of this composition, which 
hardens in a few hours. The trench is one 
foot and a half deep. The house connections 
terminate by means of smaller pipes similar 
In construction. This week work will be 
pushed along Willian: and Nassau strects as 
far Wall, Beekman, Fulton and Ann 
streets. The Edison company is now waiting 
forengines. Ax soon as they come the build- 
ings in the district bounded by Nassau, Wall 
and Spruce streets and the East river will be 
lighted as fust as the mains are laid to them.

The People Fleeing From the Waters. 

Quiney, Ill., October 21.—Advices received 
from the scene of the crevasse in the levee 
above here state that the flood is slowly ap- 
proaching Rockport, which is four miles from 
the river. The dispatches state that at an 
early hour this morning the people north and 
south of the break were hastily leaving their 
houses. Kvery road leading out of the bot- 
tom was crowded with teams, and hundreds 
of cattle, horses, mules, and other live stock 
were on the embankment, the owners not 
having time to get them to high grounds, 
Large numbers of cattle were drowned. The 
farmers, juany of whom had hundreds of 
acres of tine winter. wheat last week, 
promising an immense yield, are now 
camping along the bluffs with their 
families. Others have left everything and 
taken their wives=and children to Quiney. 
Indian Grove levee gave way Wednesday af- 
ternoon, sixteen miles above Quincy, but the 
break is not serious. The railroads in this 
vicinity will suffer severely from the flood. 
The switchmen at Hannibal have quit work, 
refusing to labor in the mud ‘and water, 
which fill the yards. Trains are discontinued 
on the Quincy, Missouri and Paeitie division 
of the Wabash road. On the Missouri side 
the bottems are flooded back tothe bluff. 
The river just below the city is fully nine 
miles wide.

STATE OF Missourr, Executive Department, City 
of Jefferson, October 17—H. I. Kimball, Director 
General of the International Cotton Exposition— 
Sir: Iam in receipt of your invitation to be present 
with my staff on the 27th instant, when “the cour- 
te:ies of the exposition will be extended to the 
governors of the several states and territories,’’ I re- 
gret to say that public and private business will not 
permit me to accept the invitation. On the 2th of 
this month the National Migsissippi river improve- 
ment convention meets in St. Louis to considera 
question of vast importance not only to the south, 
butofthe whole country. I desre to attendit. In 
one sense it is of vaster momento the south than 
a convention ever assembled in the 
M ppi valley. Itis unfortunate that two such 
important conventions to our people conflict in 
time. Your exposition is the most opportune and

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important exhibition the south has had since 
the war—in fact, I can truthfully say, 
she has ever had. lier first fruits, 
which are her commanding wealth, will be 
offered in the most handsomely arranged way to the 
sightand admiration of the visitors. The exposi- 
tion will announce to the world the fact that here- 
after a new era has commenced under the changed 
order of things in the history of the south, and that 
era will be and is, a new life—a more active and 
independent south—built up on new ideas 
or greater self-suppoiting industrial energy.

Major Jones has solved the problem of cotton- 
growing. Flis success is not based on any difficult 
orsvientific method. He simply cultivates fower 
acres and cultivates them better. Any planter in 
the vottou states cun do what h dione by good 
management. Within five vears he has paid off his 
debt of $7,000, which he had to pay forhis exper- 
ience in extensive farming 

This, to the agriculturists of more densely popu 
lated regions, seems. toosimple a thing to notice 
seriously. But it is impossible to exaggerate its 
importance to the south. There are literally thou- 
sands of men who either money every year or 
failto make uny in cotton-planting. Senator B. H. 
Hill lost about $200,000 afew years ugo in an at- 
tempt to make a large cotton plantation 
His expericuce is typical of a very large 
course there are men who bave grown much more 
than one and one-third bales per acre. <A brother 
of General Toombs grew five bales per acre. This 
isan exceptional ease. But Major Jones’s exper- 
ience ean easily be made-universal. He and men 
like him are doing for cotton culture what intelli- 
gentand thrifty management has done for most 
other American industries. They mark distinctly 
the beginning of a new era.

The Last Will ahd Testament of John Broad Claimed 
to Have Been Found—A Copy of the Document, 
in Which He Disposes of Valuable Proper-

“STITUTION that John Broad was one of Atlanta's old 
<itizens, who died last May, leaving quite 
an amount of property behind him. He 
was an Englishman and but little was known here 
of his ancestry or relations. Iowever, there was in 
Atlanta a young man known as Fred Cummings, 
who was related to him and with whom he wasa 
It was generally conceded that Mr 
fall heir to quite an 
amount of Mr. Broad’s estate. In fact i 
was positively known that the old gen- 
tleman had made awillin which he had pro- 
vided handsomely for Mr. Cummings and also that 
he had remembered other relatives residing in At- 


lanta. 
Soon after Mr. Broad’s death, which occurred 


last May, his papers were searched, but the will 
<ould not be found. This caused quite a commo- 
tion. ard asthere were relatives intervening be- 
tween Mr. Cummings and the ptoperty that had 
been set apart by the will for him. &n 


effort to find the.document was made. By inquiry 
it was ascertained that Mr. Bb. F. Thigpen had writ- 
ten the will, and that heand Messrs. William Gray 
and J. B. Scarratt were the witnesses thereto. From 
these gentlemen it was also ascertained that Mr. 
<uuminings was «a beneficiary, and the search was a 
live and interesting one. After the search 
for the will had been prosecuted some time without 
any success the estate was by the ordinary of Ful- 
ton county placed in the hands of Mr. John Conly 
who wasinade administrator. He then applied to 
the court for permission to sell the real estate be- 
longing to the estate in order to wind it up, 
but was net by an opposition 
from Mr. Cummings, who declared that there was 
in existence a will by which he was a beneficiary 
and without which he was not, and ‘here the case 
rested fora while. 

Qn the llth of this month Mr. Cummings received 
through the mail a letter postmarked Atlanta, in 
which the signer, red Hart, said that 
he would deliver the will to Mr. Cum- 
mings for $00 if no questions were asked. The 
note was written in a disguised hand. Fred Hart, 
as the man signed himself, could handle a pen 
gracefully, but in his eager desire to appear illiter- 
ate gave this fact away. .He used no capital letters 
except in one place, and thespelling was miserable. 

In the letter Hart said that Mr. Cammings could 
give his answer in THE CONSTITUTION the following 
Thursday morning. After reading this startling 
communication Mr, Cummings carried it to his at- 
torney, Mr. Hoke Smith, with whom a long consul- 
tation was had. 

On Thursday morning THE CONSTITUTION Ccon- 
tained the answer. Thecard was signed by Mr.Cum- 
mings, and said that $500 would be paid for the will 
and that no questions would be asked. In a few 
<lays after the publication of the card Mr. Cum- 
mings received another note saying that the will 
would be left at any place he might designate an@ 
asked for the appointment of tliat place in the col 
umns of Tue CoNnsTITUTION. Tothis Mr. Cummings 
replied by a cardin which heinstructed his unknown 
correspondent to leave the will at James’s bank. 
This last card was published on Sunday last, and 
vesterday when Mr. James examined his mail he 
tound among the letters one containing the lost will. 
The letter which accompanied the will was written 
by the same party who indicted 
the preceeding ones, and said that 
at one time he—Hart—had been tempted to burn it, 
but that upon more mature reflection he had decid- 
ed to return it and secure the $500. : 

As soon as Mr. James realized that the will wasin 
his possession he notified Mr. Hoke Smith, who at 
~nce called upon him and secured the document for 
which his client agreed to pay 3600, 

By the will, which is subline herewith, Mr. 
(ummings is made the possessor of a snug sum, 
Without the will he would have received but litile, 
as there are matiy heirs intervening between him 
and the estate. 

Mr. Smith will soon make an effort to have the 
will probated, and as soon as this is accomplished 
Fred Hart will receive his $500, The money will be 
left at James’ bank for him, and when it is called 
for, will be paid with pleasure. No questions will 
be asked and every one interested will feel reliey- 
ed. Toa CONSTITUTION representative, Mr. Hoke 
Smith yesterday said: ‘“‘F.ed Hart, acting upon our 
promise, sent us the will and we will do the square 
thing by him. We will pay him the 
promised $00 and ask no questions. The money 
will be left with Mr. James, and when he calls all 
he will have to do, is to establish his identity by 
his chirography. No, we wont make any effort to 
find out who he is or to arrest him. But | have said 
enough and here's the will."’ 

“I, John Broad, of the city of Atlanta, in the 
county of Fulton, in the state of Georgia, do make 
and ordain this, my last willand testament, hereby 
revoking any and all former wills made by me, 

‘Article lst. I desire that my body be buried in 
a decent and a Christian-like mauner, agreeably to 
my circumstances in life, and Icommit my soul to 
my Maker, hoping to be made partaker of life ever- 
lasting alone merit of Jesus Christ, my Savior. 

‘Article 2d. I desire that all my honest debts and 
the necessary expenses of my burial, and thatmy 
doctor's bills be paid by my executors as soon as 
convenient after my death.

He bit his tongue 
clean through, Then he bit his fingers, mak- 
ing them bleed, until we had to hold him by 
the hands. Still he was conscious, and was 
trving himself to stop it. This morning he 
grew very weak, and foamed and trembled, 
and would not let us bring water near him, 
and at 10:30 he died,.”’ 

The dog that inflicted the fatal bite is dead. 
He was killed us soon as the case was known 
to be hydrophobia, but for some reason he 
had been granted immunity of life too long. 
Five children, Mrs. Zweifel says, have been 
bitten by the same beast since it bit her boy, 
and two had been bitten before.
